Why Should Public Money Be 
Spent To Promote Public Agencies? 


Critical eyes in Congress are being turned on govern- 
mental agencies that spend taxpayers’ money to promote 
themselves. 


It's one thing to let the public know what governmental 
employes and agencies are doing. It is something else for 
agencies to tell how wonderfui they are and how valuable 
they are. 

Representative Norris Poulson is pointing his finger at 
the bureau of reclamation and the Central Valley project. 
He spoke in Congress recently and among many other things 
said this: 

“It is the taxpayers who will cough up the countless or 
uncounted thousands of dollars to let the bureau bigwigs 
paint themselves with the golden glint of saviors and at the 
same time these reclamation phonies will be plotting the 
complete bondage of the audiences who are listening to their 
fraudulent nothings.” 

Six main charges are filed against the government bureau 
and what Congressman Poulson says about this agency can 
to a certain extent be charged to others. His points follow: 

1—Is spending hundreds of thousands of dollars illegally 
to promote itself in connection with the opening of the Central 
Valley Project in California. 








2—Is flooding the newspapers of the United States with 
propaganda, including costly pictorial maps, photos and 
printed material, all slanted to praise the Bureau and paid for 
with public money. 

3—Is a “political cell, and its sole purpose is to destroy 
individual rights and become the absolute master of the 
western half of this country.” 

4—-Has threatened to turn off irrigation water in areas in 
which bad publicity is issued against the Bureau. 

5—Is seeking to force a contract on water districts under 
which any individual farmer could be forced to vote for 
Bureau political candidates, or have his irrigation water 
turned off. 

6—Has forcefully taken over the festival which the people 
of California planned for August 1 to 10, and has launched 
an “orcyy of wasteful spending of taxpayers’ money to praise 
Bureau officials.”

City Council Acts To 
Protest P. E. Plans 


If the Pacific Electric Railway 
Co. actually makes a move io re- 
place its electric-motor engines 
with diesel engines, the long- 
discussed matter between the 
company and the city may come 
to a head, according to informal 
action taken by the Upland city 
council at its meeting Thursday. 

While the P.E. occasionally op- 
erates a diesel engine through 
here, the real infraction of the 
city-P.E. franchise will come 
when diesels are used regularly, 
City Attorney Henry M. Busch 
explained. 

Tentative plans for the city ac- 
tion when that time comes were 
discussed and Mr. Busch was 
asked to continue with his study 
preliminary to actually filing civil 
action. 

The question arose at the coun- 
cil meeting when Verl C. Haynes, 
president of the Associated Prop- 
erty Owners, asked the council- 
men to seek help from the Pub- 
lic Utilities commission. This re- 
quest and the Pacific Electric 
situation in general were referred 
to Mr. Busch who is giving a 


| “continuing study” of the issue. 


Mayor Eugene G. Nisbet ob- 
served that the P.E. wants to haul 
freight from Upland and that if 
the local shippers wanted to exert 
pressure they could do something 
about the situation. 

The P.E. matter was only one 
of many items handled by the 
councilmen. 

Fluoridation of Water 

Richard G. Manley, city man- 
ager, reported that it would cost 
annually $7,300 to place fluorine 
in the water, this report being in 
connection with a request to 
check on the reported advantages 
of preventing tooth decay through 
addition of the chemical. He was 
directed to continue his study. 

Major factor for the high local 
cost is the equipment and the 
buildings to house it. The city 
has several sources of water sup- 
ply and each souree would have 
to be equipped. 

Parking Ordinance 

Adoption of a “blanket” park- 
ing ordinance for the downtown 
area which would become effec- 
tive only when the area was post- 
ed was given consideration. At 
present the council has a request 
for two-hour parking restrictions 
on First avenue south of Ninth 
street. Other requests are antici- 
pated. Rather than to adopt an 
amended ordinance to 
each need, the council proposed 
a flexible ordinance to restrict 
parking through the placing of 
signs. 

Plumbing Ordinance 

General agreement has been 
reached by the councilmen rela- 
tive to adoption of a “uniform” 
plumbing ordinance. The measure 
is scheduled for passage at the 
Aug. 2 meeting. The proposal re- 
quires issuance of permits and 
inspection by the building depart- 
ment on all major plumbing in- 
stallations. A similar ordinance is
